What measure of good fortune 
they associated with cleanliness is in­ 
deed uncertain From the duration and 
elaboration of their baths one might 
presume that the Kmn&us—not the holy , 
but the pagan Romans— placed it at 
least a degree above godliness.

Tbere are few things more attractive 
to the generality of men or more calou 
latod to excite their wonder and admira 
tion than a dexterously and mysteriously 
contrived automaton. There is, indeed, 
something almost uncanny in the sight 
of a iigure made by m en’s hands acting 
like a creature of flesh and blood, and 
tins nneamiine.Hs is one of the moat sub­ 
tle of fascinations. Hence the silver of 
the curious readily finds its way into 
the p ockets of men ingenious enough to 
invent such marvels. 
This p assion for the automaton is oer 
tainly no new thing, 
(me meets it in 
almost the earliest books, sometimes 
veiled in myth, sometimes more direct 
lv stated. 
Vulcan, it will be remem­ 
bered, made automatic trip ods for the 
gods of Olymp us — stools which ad 
vauced of their own accord to the ban­ 
queting table and so retired when the 
feast was over. 
Aristotle tells ns that the human a u ­ 
tomata which Daedalus made were so 
active that it was necessary to keep 
them tethered for fear they would run 
away. 
T lie same p hilosop her describes 
a wooden Venus who walked about and 
gives also the secret of the p henomenon. 
» She was filled with quicksilver—a some­ 
what crude device. Albertus Magnus is 
credited with having made a brazen 
man who talked and St. Thomas Aqui­ 
nas with having p ounded it to p ieces 
with a club, susp ecting if to be a work 
of satan. 
Some 
marvelous feats of 
mechanism are credited to John Muller, 
otherwise known 
as Regiomontanus, 
who flourished in the fifteenth century, 
and in dealing with him we p erhap s 
touch firmer ground. 
< >ne was an iron 
fly which flew around a table, another 
a wooden eagle which went out to meet 
Fmp eror Maximilian .111 hi- entry of 
Nuremberg on June 
7, 
1470, ami re­ 
turned with him to tiie city gates. 
Whether due or not to the stimulus 
given by Louis XIV, the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries were in France 
times of great automatic activity. 
In­ 
deed, the first named century marks the 
beginning of the really historical era of 
automata. 
In the eighteenth century 
lived Mr. V aueanson, p erhap s "he most 
wonderful of ail makers of automata 
and the creator of the famous duck 
which first ap p eared before the p ublic 
in 1741. 
The duck was Vuucanson’s 
masterp iece and comp leted a rep utation 
already made wide by Ins mechanical 
flute p layer and an automatic musician 
which not oiay blew up on the flageolet, 
but also kep t time to it ou a tambourine. 
1 he bird was of life size, and not only 
was it outwardly an exact imitation to 
a ft ather of a real duck, but its internal 
ant; toiuy was absolutely true to life. So, 
indeed, were its movements, for 
it 
swam, dived, walked, quacked, 
at*, 
drank and by an ingenious device even 
seemed to digest- its food 
This automaton disap p eared after its 
inventor’s death, but turned up again 
111 
18-10 in a garret in Berlin and was 
p urchased by a George Tiets, who took 
lour years to p ut it, in p rop er working 
order again. 
At the end of tins time it 
was exhibited 111 a room 111 the Palais 
Royal, Paris, where Mr. lioudiu. the 
celebrated conjuror, saw it, and, indeed, 
afterward, when something hap p ened 
to one of its wings, took charge of and 
rep aired it. 
No doubt it is still in ex 
isteneo. Of more modern automata this 
is scarcely the p lace to sp eak, for they 
are p rivate secrets. 
Let us confine our­ 
selves to merely mentioning Mr. Mas 
kulylie’s “ Psycho” and “ Zoo.” 
Like most things, automata have not 
always been w hat they seemed. 
Of 
many frauds up on the wonder loving 
p ublic p erhap s the comp letest was that 
of tie* famous automatic chess p layer of 
Mr. Kemp elon, which was exhibited 
all over Europ e at the end of tin* last 
century and afterward in America, 
it 
was the figure of a life sized Turk seat 
**d behind a large box, the top of which 
was marked 111 the middle for chess. 
Prior to the automaton’s meeting an 
op p onent the front of the box was op en- 
* d and skep tical lookers 011 were shown 
an arialignment of strings, p ulleys and 
cylinders. Alter this they were allowed 
to examine the interior of the figure, 
which was hollow.

Is it p ossible for one man to commu­ 
nicate disease to another by the shaking 
of hands? 
If this question be true, should the 
custom be abandoned or should it be 
modified under medical instruction so 
as to minimize tho danger? 
1 he 
existence of 
micro-organisms 
inimical to life and health has been es­ 
tablished beyond disp ute. 
Dr. Breiter 
founds his thesis, recently p rinted iu 
rI he Medical Record, 011 this hyp othe 
sis. But his leading p oint, insisted up ­ 
on with much force, is the danger which 
is hidden in the ap p arently harmless 
and sometimes p leasing custom of shak­ 
ing hands. He says: 
“ That the surface of the human body 
fs a very hotbed for the p rop agation of 
a great 
vuriety of 
micro-organ isms 
Fuerbinger, M ittman, Bizzozero, Ma- 
giora and Welch have elucidated most 
conclusively, it is certainly beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that iu the p resence 
of a p redisp osing factor and sometimes 
even without that the mierobic diseases 
are ushered into existence bv their indi­ 
vidual p rototyp es, this being essentially 
brought about by contact in some wav 
of the two contingent forces. 
Modern 
surgery is founded on tins p rincip le, 
'ibe carefulness w ith which we p rep are 
our hands and surgical instruments be­ 
fore and after a surgical op eration well 
exemp lifies tho imp ortance of a fam il­ 
iarity with its dangers in every sense. 
“ We recognize that many of our m i­ 
crobio diseases, esp ecially of the exan 
thematic typ e, eliminate their toxic ele­ 
ment very largely through the medium 
of the skin, which undergoes extensive 
exfoliation, disseminating the p oison far 
[and wide. 
Isolation is resorted to and 
enforced most rigorously, thereby check­ 
ing the sp read of the disease, and then 
disinfectants lavishly used cause the de­ 
struction of the offending armies. 
In 
the era of scientific p rop hylaxis conse­ 
quent up on the introduction of tin* m i­ 
croscop e, bacteriology and antisep tics 
we find u steady decline of ep idemics 
either develop ing in the outer world or 
111 our hosp ital wards. 
Yet accidental 
inoculations of tuberculosis, smallp ox 
and vaccinia, as wadi as more horrible 
diseasts, still exist and are but dem on­ 
strations of either an unavoidable cause 
or a faulty observance of established 
data. ” 
Dr. Breiter gives a thorough discus­ 
sion as to w hat may be the result of con­ 
tact of tho hands. He declares that with 
men who are of cleanly habits, but \vk > 
have acquired disease and such as they 
would wish to hide from their fellow 
men, tho sp ecific bacillus of this disease 
has been found in filth collected from 
the hand. He has found tubercle bacilli 
iu the dirt taken from the hand of the 
man suffering from tuberculosis, 
the 
Klebs-Loefller microbe among cases of 
susp ected dip htheria and had no doubt 
that the sp ecific germs of every mierobic 
disease may and would be found iu m il­ 
lions on tho surfaces of the hands if 
p rop er exp erimentation were made. lie 
p roceeds as follows: 
“ Many victims of scarlet fever, both 
in tho early and desquamative stages, 
esp ecially the latter, are walking the 
streets of every large city ready to in 
graft up on the moist hand of any chance 
acquaintance the p rolific virus of the 
disuuvso. 
The same may be said of p er 
sons 
w ith 
p ulmonary 
tuberculosis, 
whose hands und handkerchiefs, through 
constant wip ing of the mouth, are foul 
and saturated with the bacteria laden 
exp ectoration of the disease. 
Tubercu­ 
losis of the hand, the lesion large or 
small in area, often ¡uiinless and un ­ 
recognized as « uoh for a long while and 
p erhap s untreated, is by no means an 
infrequent 
occurrence. 
Scabies, 
we 
know, has a marked p redilection for the 
hand. 
Need 1 mention others? 
Now 
whether these conditions are the result 
of hand to hand contact or not does not 
matter. 
The conditions themselves are 
dangerous elements, and it is the con­ 
sideration of such factors in the causa 
tion of disease that we are studying. 
“ Of course the mucous membrane 
serves as a better p abulum for the inva­ 
sion and develop ment of micro organ­ 
isms, but the skin is not absolutely neg­ 
ative in that resp ect, and if it were it 
would make little difference, as the 
two, skin and mucous membrane, are 
very often in close ap p osition with each 
ether. We know that tho hand has c a r­ 
ried bacteria to the mouth, disseminat­ 
ing contagion in that way. Typ hoid fe­ 
ver. Asiatic cholera, dip htheria and oth­ 
er diseases are known to have been p ro­ 
duced that way. 
Why search through 
medical libraries for similar and p er­ 
hap s more conclusive evidence? 
The 
subject lias p assed the stage of novelty. 
So while we p rofessional p eop le are by 
reason of our p rofession forc ed to invite 
and then to battle—for we have antisep ­ 
tics—with these enemies, there» is no

M AKING A R TIFIC IA L ICE.

Artificial cold or ico may be most 
readily p roduced by the evap orati » n of 
a more or less volatile liquid. 
Jn the 
first machines constructed this liquid 
was water. One tenth of the amount of 
wmter used was converted into ice, but 
as it was neci'ssary to m aintain a va. 
uum in th** ap p aratus its p erfect work 
mg was a difficult p roblem. 
A more 
readily volatile liquid, therefore, had 
to bt substituted, such as liquefied sul­ 
p hurous acid and liquefied ammonia. 
Being gaseous at ordinary temp eratures, 
they are very suitable substances for 
this p urp ose. The ammonia ice machine | 
is the one in most general use—in fact, 
it finds exclusive ap p lication in this 
city. This liquefied ammonia is allowed 
to exp and in roils of p ip es which are 
rda ed in tanks filled with brine. 
The ; 
u m p eratuie of the 1 riiu* i- t;,n> reduced j 
tc 
1 1 m t below the freezing p oint of j 
water— that is, to 14-18 degrees id 
In this refrigerated brine are p laced 
galvanized iron tanks having the shap e 
of the large cakes of ice which one is 
accustomed to see 111 tho wagons that 
p ass through our city streets. 
After a 
p eriod of 48 -60 hours this c m of water 
is converted into solid ice. 
The can is 
hoisted out of the brine, warmed with 
hot water, which allows tic cake to 
slip out up on a shoot that runs into the 
storage rooms. 
The gaseous ammonia 
iu the p ip es can bt* ust'd over and over 
again, a large comp ression engine being 
a p art of the p lant, which red nr* s the 
exp ense oi the p rocess. 
From this de­ 
scrip tion it should be p lain that there 
can bt» no taint of ammonia to give a 
taste to the ice. 
The p lants usually emp loy distilled 
or artesian water, so that the ic is of 
the best quality. 
Whatever imp urities 
tin* water contains are collected in the 
white streak found in the cent* ro t each 
cake. 
J lie p ure water scp arat* s from 
the imp ure and freezes first. 
Even teu 
years ago the demand for ice was sup ­ 
p lied from natural sources, the har­ 
vests from our own Pennsylvania riv- j 
ers, which were stored every winter 111
